5four  kind  letter  received  this  morning,  so  will  reply  by  return  mail,  and 
I  admit  I  may  of  erred  about  the  Weese  family  of  Prince  Edward  county,  as  it 
may  be  Lennox  &  Addington  county.  My  grandmothers  name  was  Janet  Weese  before 
her  marriage  to  my  grandfather  William  Lane, in  1^61  I  believe  was  year  of 
their  marriage.  My  grandmother  came  from  Kingston  and  I  believe  her  father 
was  Ira  Weese  who  married  Mary  Hubert  and  they  had  quite  a  large  family.  One 
of  the  sons  was  William  and  they  had  three  other  sons,  the  daughters  were 
Matilda,  who  married  John  Lane,  Janet  who  married  'Wm  Lane,  and  Maria  who  marr- 
ied Jonas  Grant,  there  were  others  but  as  my  mother  died  in  1952  and  it  has 
only  been  these  last  four  years  that  my  sister  is  seeking  information  on  the 
Weese  and  Lane  families  for  a  book  she  is  writing,  it  has  been  difficult  to 
get  to  much  information,  especially  on  the  Weese  family. 

John  Vifeese  and  Ira  were  probably  brothers  ,  but  I  believe  Ira  was  my 
grandmothers  father,  and  he  was  a  United  Empire  Loyalist,  as  he  joined  the 
British  regiment  against  the  Americans  in  1^12.  The  Vw'eeses  originally  came 
from  Holland  and  settled  in  ^ew  York,  but  did^nt  stay  long  and  made  their  way 
to  Canada.  My  grandparents  the  William  Lanes  lived  at  Denbigh  Ontario,  and  at 
the  time  they  settled  there  on  a  homestead,  there  was  ^uite  a  dispute  arose  as 
to  the  naming  of  Denbigh,  as  my  grandfather  was  the  2nd  settler  to  arrive  and 
at  that  time  the  little  settlement  vras  called  Cedar  Lake,  but  the  citizens  who 
came  later  wanted  to  change  the  name,  and  many  wanted  it  named  Lane  after  ray 
grandfather,  who  was  very  active  in  the  community.

Lineag'e. — The  family  of  De  la  Cherois  descends  from  the 
younger  branch  of  an  ancient  and  noble  house  in  France,  formerly 
rcNi dent  at  Cheroy  or  Cherois,  a  small  town  near  Sens,  in  the  pro- 
v;:i'"c  of  Cliampagne.  whence  the  family  name  is  derived. 

The  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  in  the  year  1685,  com- 
pelled the  De  la  Cherois,  being  Protestants,  to  leave  their  native 
country.

I  am  delighted  to  learn  of  your  most  absorbing  hobby 
and  will  be  glad  to  share  with  you  anything  I  have  in  the  area  of  your  interest. 
It  is,  hoxvever,  highly  probable  that  we  are  acquainted  vith  pretty  much  the 
same  source  materials  and  the  same  collectors. 

Jfy  profession  happens  to  be  in  investment  securities  but  long  ago 
I  was  a  college  teacher  and  have,  as  a  relic  from  that  period,  the  Ph,D#  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  Genealogy  has  been  a  hobby  of  mine  for  about  30 
years,  but  it  v;as  less  than  a  year  ago  that  I  began  to  make  contacts  with 
Dulmage  (or,  more  generally,  Canadian)  material. 

J.  A.  B.  Dulmage,  Q.C. ,  Smiths  Palls,  Ontario  comes  from  a  later 
emigrant  than  ny  ancestor,  and  is  rr^  prime  authority  for  the  family's  Svxabian 
period.  He  located  one  Otto  Heintzeler  in  Germany  vrho  is  the  author  of 
Stammfolge  der  Familie  D  0  L  M  B  T  S  C  H  and  had   the.  work  translated  into 
English  (not  published)  for  his  ajn  use, 

Accord;ing  to  Heintzeler,  tne  surname  is  of  Magyar  (Hiingarian)  origin 
and  means  "translator."   In  the  Teutonic  countries,  the  name  is  known  from 
the  12th  century  onward,  and  there  are  cognates  in  Russian  ("Tolmatsch")  and 
in  Polish  ("Thumacz")*    Arms  were  granted  in  1^80  and  again  in  1620  to,  I 
believe,  families  living  in  Pforzheim  (Baden)  and  Dachau  (Bavaria);  these 
may  or  may  not  have  been  related  to  the  Dulraages  of  Canada  and,  earlier,  Ireland, 

The  first  ancestor  we  identify  was  JOHANN  ADAl'4  DOLMSTSCH,  born  cl679 
and  probably  in  the  Palatinate;  married  cl697,  probably  in  the  Palatinate, 
Elizabeth  Lorentz  \.the  later  Lata*ence);  they  emigrated  to  England  in  1709 
and  shortly  thereaf teir  to  Ireland  where  they  lived  in  the  Parish  of  fcithkeale. 
County  Limerick, 

The  earliest  document,  from  Public  Records  Office,  London,  r  elates  the 
arrival  at  St.  Catherine's  of  a  large  party  of  Palatine  emigrants  fleeing  religious 
persecution;   this  is  available,  in  38  printed  pages:  New  York  Genealogical 
Record,  vols.  hO  and  I4I  v.1909,  1910),  and  the  D,  entry  is  vol.  kO,   p.  162. 
i  imagine  you  vrould  find  listed  in  this  source  several  dozen  of  the  families 
represented  among  your  collection  of  early  pioneers  in  Canada:   Iraberger  (Embury), 
Hecht  (Heck),  Lorentz  (Lavirence),  etc.

Contemporary  members  of  the  family  in  Ireland  know  of  a  brother  of 
Johann  Adam  Dolmetsch  who,  at  about  the  sa-ae  time  (1709),  went  to  Jamaica  and 
founded  a  family  vihich  persisted  there  until  1830.

The  indications  are  that  John  Dulmage,  UE,  preceded  his  father 
and  stepmother  to  America  by  about  four  years;   even  though  only  12,  he 
appears  to  have  attached  himself  to  Edward  Carscallen  and  to  have  come  over  to 
New  York  ^^rith  him  cl756. 

The  1760  migration  was  promoted  by  Philip  Embury  (1729-1775)  who 
hoped  to  establish  a  nev;  linen  industry  in  New  York  City,   The  New  York 
state  archives^i  Albany,  contain  several  docxoments  pertaining  to  this  ill- 
starred  venture.   Briefly,  the  emigrants  wanted  large  land  grants  (1000  acres 
each)  but  after  battling  red  tape,  the  land  they  were  granted  proved  to  be 
too  rough  and  mountainous  for  any  for^Ti  of  agriculture.  Jacob  Dulmage  Sr, 
and  Jacob  Dulmage  Jr.  ^^/hora  I  identify  as  the  eldest  son  of  Jacob  and  Margaret, 
born  cl7U0)  were  among  25  signers  of  the  first  land  petition,  but  are  not  found 
fiirther,   Jacob  Jr.  may  have  emigrated  to  the  V/est  Indies  at  the  time  of  the 
Revolution. 

In   oral  tradiSition,  the  found  er  of  the  family  in  New  York  w  as 
"Jason"  ^pronounced  YAW-son)  but  we  have  f otind  no  documentation  for  the 
legend  that  he  ovmed  the  site  of  Jersey  City.  Personally,  I  am  inclined  to 
dismiss  this  as  half  imagination  and  half  garbling. 

The  future  Loyallt,  John  Dulmage,  by  1773  had  acquired  a  leasehold 
on  a  203-acre  tract  in  the  Camden  ^alley  (now  Vjashington  County,  New  York), 
adjacent  to  the  Vermont  border.   By  1776  he  had  cleared  30  acres  and  oxmed 
a  few  cows  and  pigs  when  agitation  for  American  indpendence  made  it  seem 
expedient  for  him  to  take  refuge  in  Montreal, 

The  i^lghbors  in  Camden  Valley  included  his  uncles  Philip  and 
David  Embury,  his  brother-inlavr  Paul  Heck,  his  patron  Sdviard  ^arscallen, 
Peter  Sperling,  Valentine  Detlot,  Abraham  Binninger,  wathan  Hawley,  iiilias 
Hoffman,  and_  Peter  14iller,   I  believe  all  of  these  had  come  from  County 
Limerick  to  ^^ex-7  York,  and  that  most  were  German- Irish  (Palatines), 

From  this  point  on,  I  assume  you  are  on  familiar  ground  lih 
the  Public  Archives  of  ^anada  and  the  fifty  volumes  of  histoirlcal  ocuraenta 
transcribed  from  archives  in  London,  Ottavia,  Montpelier,  VJashington,  etc.  by 
Oscar  E.  Bredeni:erg  (Block  House  Point,  North  Hero,  Vermont),   I  believe  I 
have  everything  from  these  sources  which  mentions  either  John  or  Philip 
Dulmage  ( cl76l-l81i7 ) ,  eldest  son  of  John  and  v. ho  served  briefly  as  private 
in  the  Loyalist  forces,  both  of  these  being  my   ancestors.
